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SAYS “PUNKS" 
ARE DANGEROUS 
AS CRIMINALS 


“It's not the known dangerous 
criminal* who kill police officers, it’s 
the young 'punks,' ’’ Joseph McFnd* 
den, Philadelphia PRI agent, told 
police officers at the PBI-Chiefs of 
Police school in the council cham­ 
bers in the engine house Tuesday 
night. 
‘Approach these boys the same a* 
you would a known dangerous crim­ 
inal.” McFadden warned, in a lec­ 
ture on the technique* of making 
arrest*. 
“Even in traffic violation arrests. 
unless the driver of the automobile 
is known to the officer, he should be 
approached as a possible dangerous 
criminal,” McFadden continued ' He 
may be driving a hot* or stolen car. 
or he may have escaped from a 
penal Institution. 
"Courteous But Firm " 
"When in doubt, request motor­ 
ists to keep their hands on the steer­ 
ing wheel. Don't allow them to reach 
inside their coat* 
They may be 
carrying a gun in a shoulder hol­ 
ster." he said 
McFadden stressed courtesy on 
the part of police officers, but said 
that at the same time they should 
be firm 
"It is better to be criticized after­ 
ward. and be alive to hear it. than 
to tx* unable to hear anything be­ 
cause you are dead. ’ he said. 
He discussed serving of warrants, 
establishment and operation of road 
blocks, search for criminals, use of 
handcuffs, frisking.' and other de­ 
tails. 
"The policeman making an arrest 
is placing himself in a possible dan­ 
gerous situation," the FBI officer 
said "Unless he is careful, he may 
himself be contributing to this dan- 
ter ' —

Doctor Henry W A. Hanson 
became the eighth president of Get­ 
tysburg college on Friday morning.

Olatfelter hall to the tent where

took 
place. More than IOO schoolmen in 
academic robes were in the van­ 
guard. 
Dr. J. A. Cluiz bore the official seal 
and keys of the institution; Miss 
Mary Himes carried the college 
charter, granted the institution in 
1832. Dr. Hanson walked in com­ 
pany with Dr. John F. Dapp, of 
Harrisburg, president of the board 
of trustees . . . 
Dr. William J. Oles, class of 1893, 
gave the salutatory address. Doctor 
Hanson was then inducted as eighth 
president of Gettysburg college by 
John F. Dapp, class of 1889 Into the 
hands of Doctor Hanson he placed 
the official seal, keys and charter of 
the institution. . . .

DON'T QUOTE ME. BUT— 
What a world this would be, what 
a race of people we would be. ii 
each of us adopted the responsi­ 
bility of respecting the truth and 
not so many times stretching a 
rumor until It has resolved itself into 
bad taste, and downright lying! 
What a familiar phrase that one 
—"Don t quote me. but—” and then 
follows some piece of news, or con­ 
versation. that may liave been mere 
imagination in the first place, but 
which, in the end might damage a 
character or ruin a reputation. Can 
you think of anyone more repugnant 
than a gossip tosser? 
How many a sensational story has 
crept into our dally press which ori­ 
ginated in this manner with Hie 
phrase: "Dont quote me, but—" 
How many a sunny-breeze rumor 
has developed into a full sized cy­ 
clonic fear. How many of them are 
developing in the world right now! 
The red flag of danger always 
appears as this statement is made: 
“Don't quote me. but—” That is the 
signal for each of us to go on fur­ 
ther—and to let the saying die in 
its tracks. Whenever this statement 
is made, it is with the Intention 
that what is said will go further, 
but without a foundation of fact or 
truth. 
If a person fears to be quoted be­ 
cause of an unfounded statement 
to us. then we should fear to quote 
it. Rumors have swift wings and 
fast feet! They fly into willing ears, 
and spread through idle talk. 
There will be a United States 
stamp honoring the late Will Rogers 
on November 4. On it will be this 
brief sentence: "I never met a man 
I didn t like.” You couldn't imagine 
a man like Will Rogers giving en­ 
couragement to a (mindless rumor 
or idle statement. He would just 
laugh and leave it! More likely he 
would peg it and leave it. 
We ought to spread 
good will 
everywhere that we can. speak well 
of folks or not at all. Evil talk can 
spread like a forest fire—and some­ 
times it travels on and on. increas­ 
ing its damage with each "Don’t 
quote me. but—”

policy In Germany, 
since he lives under the protection 
of American arms, and practices his 
profession by virtue of an American 
license, 
Howewr, he la no yes-man He is 
quietly critical of some phases of 
American policy, but not as it re- | 
lates to Berlin. 
Would Only Shift Scene 
His reasoning, I think, is worth 
reporting, aa a counterpoise to the 
argumenta of many Americans who 
believe we have blundered terribly 
by clinging to our perilous toehold 
in Be rlin Here it it: 
"In the first place, if you get out 
of Berlin—suppose you withdraw to 
the Anglo-American tones of occu­ 
pation in the wesP—then you merely 
transfer the point of friction 
You would still have a common 
zonal border with the Russians The 
incidents and the cause* of tension 
would qluckiy begin to appear there. 
They would find excuses and rea­ 
sons for interference In Bizonia, Just 
as they have in Berlin—most pro­ 
bably over the administration of 
the Ruhr.” 
But. he said, a result of vastly 
greater consequence would accrue 
if the Americans pulled back 
Really Few C'ommunisU 
He estimated that less than one 
per cent of the Oerman people, 
even those who live in the Russian 
zone*, are Communists or even com­ 
munistically inclined, at this point. 
‘ Statistics, of course, would show 
a much higher proportion But you 
must remember that, for a German 
living in the Russian area, it is 
much wiser to pay lip service to the 
Ituvuans and their ideas than it is 
to openly speak ones mind, 
There is a matter of ration-cards, 
living quarteii. and employment. It 
might even be the differ enc* be­ 
tween life and death."

monwealth." he said in a statement. 
Brumbaugh went on to say that 
licenses were issued in the first year 


to more than 5,000 motor vehicle 
dealers, 640 banks and finance com­ 
panies and 17 collector-repossessor*. 
Approximately 750 dealers and IOO 
banks and finance companies, how­ 
ever, still have not made applica­ 
tion for renewal of their licenses, he 
added.
